Germans Face Tax on Beer. 

The German government now proposes to 
put a tax on beer and tobacco and, as soon 
as practicable, provide pensions for widows 
and orphans. Both features of the new pol- 
icy were announced in the reichstag today 
by the secretary of the treasury, Baron von 
Thielman, who declared that new taxes 
must be imposed to meet the constantly 
growing deficit in the treasury. In 1002 the 
deficit was $14,750,000 and for 1903 it will 
be $37,500,000. 

The proposal to tax beer and tobacco is 
bound to prove a most unpopular measure. 
The beer tax has never been imposed by the 
imperial treasury. It has been reserved as 
a right exclusive to the German states. It 
will prove especially distasteful to the Bava- 
rians. 

The proposed pension for widows und or- 
phans has long been one of the socialist 
demands. It is estimated that a pension 
of $50 per Annum for each beneficiary will 
cost the government $40,000,000 every year. 


_ Revenues Must Be Increased. 

In announcing that the deficit for 1903 
would be $37,500,000, baron von Thielman 
warned the reichstag that it would not do 
to be always providing for deficits by loans, 
nor could the contributions of the federated 
states be increased. Nevertheless, it was 
probable that the states would ultimately 
have to bear the deficit. What ought to 
be done was to increase the imperial rev- 
enues so as to balance the expenditures.

‘The lord lieutenant has become prac- 
tieally the servant of his department. For 
this reason Secretary Wyndham is charged 
‘with all the more responsibility for pre- 
Wing law and order in the Irish land. 
Courteous, high minded, and sympathetic 
With Irish affairs he has gone off his feet in 
the use of the power conferred by the crimes 
act. He has become almost as despotic as 
the czar. By one scratch of the pen he can 
abrogate the right of jury trial in all Ire- 
land. 

And the aim is to crush out nationalism and 
tts representative fighting body today, the 
United Irish league.

But no nationalist will give such se- 
curlty—even Mrs. O’Mahony refused stoutly.

Arrest in Meeting Place. 

An organ- 
izer of the league, J. A. O'Sullivan, had just 
reached the door of the Mansion house when 
two detectives halted him with the informa- 
tion that they had a warrant for his arrest. 
He had refused to give bail for making a 
certain ‘‘ intimidating speech,“ and, cheerily 
apologizing to the gathering for his abrupt 
departure, he was carted away to Montjoy 
prison: A storm of cheers followed him down

Leaders Laugh at Jails. ~~ 

These few instances must serve to show 
that coercion methods can gaim England no 
permanent good. Irish leaders laugh at the 
sentences imposed and hold that jail service 
is merely a test of patriotism. They do 
not seek to evade punishment. Only a.day 
ago one league organizer was carried to 
jail on the shoulders of his friends, followed 
by 200 of- his lusty lunged countrymen and 
the column headed by a brass band. The 
police had been’ looking for him and were 
aided in their work. 

Even the high government authorities at 
London admit. that coercion is merely stir- 
ring up more trouble. The sole excuse’ for 
its use is advanced by Secretary Wyndham 
in the assertion: Law and order must 
be preserved at any cost. : 

Cost of Police Maintenance. 

The cost of police maintenance in the 
land, which is only as large as one-half 
the state of Illinois, is $6,500,000 a year, is. 
something for outsiders to think over. Scot- 
land, with an excess in population, needs 
but $1,000,000: a year for police. Then from 
the 4,400,000 people now.in Ireland an annual 
“imperial tax of $55,000,000 is exacted. 
This is exclusive of the 56.000, 000 levied an- 
nually for poor relief, and approximately 
$6,000,000 additional for the maintenance of 
roads and bridges. When it is understood 
that this enormous tax is levied.on a coun- 
try which is purely an agricultural country, 
the problem to think over becomes all the 
more s 

Urge Settlement of Land Problem. 

In the light of these conditions, with co- 
ercion working exactly the contrary to the 
results sought by England's authorities, 
the one remedy which all parties and fac- 
tions are beginning to urge more unitedly 


themselves, or the more 
Advanced of their number, have taken the 
stand that this question must be disposed 
of if home rule is to be secured at ‘some 
future day. 12 

Agitation has been one of the foes of Irieh 
progress. Even now there are opposing fac- 
tions. One force insists that the plan of 
the separatists alone shall control. They 
follow the principles of the Fenians, believ- 
ing that force should be resorted to. Some 
of this number contend that Irish members 
of parliament should stay at home and 
ignore the house of commons. This course, 
they contend, will lead to England changing 
her policy. But the dominant force in Ire- 
land today is the United Irish league. Its 
opponents, even in the ranks of Irishmen, 
cannot deny that its Influence is widespread. 


And the United frish league, as its leaders 
in the house of commons have shown in 
recent months, aims to a settlement of the 
land problem as necessary to accomplishing

This. wrangling among themselves has 
worked to the detriment of relieving Irish 
suffering. It has blocked in a way settle- 
ment of the land question. To settle the 
land question will be to buy out the fee sim- 
ple of Irish discontent. It is the one step 
which will remove the hatred between the 
two classes in Ireland—the landlord and the 
tenant. The landlord is the power repre- 
sented by Dublin castle and the coercion 
acts and the army of armed men who form 
the foundation for the security of Dublin 
castle. With them out of the way, with ten- 
ants owners of the land which they till, then 
the one obstacle to allowing Irishmen to 
govern themselves must be removed, for the 
landlords will have no further axes to grind. 


Statement of Agrarian Case. 

The agrarian case can de put briefly, and 
these are the facts which control sentiment 
in Ireland today: 

1. The system of landlordism and tenantry 
which controls in Ireland today is the result 
of conquest and confiscation, and, much to 
the discredit of the more educated landlords, 
meray sides have fought each other to mutual 
r N. 

2. The adoption of the English system of 
land tenure was attended by outrageous 
confiscation of the tenant’s property. Though 
the tenant was morally the owner of every- 
thing but the bare soil, English law gives 
the landlord the whole of the property cre- 
8 by the tenant and he assesses rent upon 


A. Natura, because of this system, where 
one class 4 1thered money for which it had 
not labored, constant disorder has prevailed. 
Prosperity under the system has been im- 
possible. Tenants have been crowded off 
on to heldings r ng from an acre to eight 
and ten acres in extent in the majority of 
cases, and poverty and famine hage become 
rooted, What this suffering has meant is 
shown by the fact that in fifty years 3,850,000 
people, or 47 per cent of the population, have 
gone to other countries. 

4. Several purchase acts already passed, 
by which 70,000 tenants have become hold- 
ers of their land, have raised difficulties by 
their success. The suffering tenants who 
are not freeholders, in many cases because 
the landlords will not sell, have become dis- 
satisfied at the constant sight of the pros- 
perity of their enfranchised neighbors. A 
premium has been put on idleness by the 
land court system, which requires that ten- 
ants and landlords shall go before the land 
commission every fifteen years and have the 
rental value of their holdings established. 


Purchase Right Settles Trouble. 

It is for these reasons that Irishmen are 
contending that the only chance of future 
peace and content centers in the universal 
application of the principle of purchase. 
That it has brought content where applied 
is- shown in County Wexford, where one- 
half the occupiers are freeholders: This 
case proves, too, that the Irishman, when 
given the responsibility of working his own 
land and receiving the benefits of all his 
labor, is a conservative. For in this coun- 
ty, of all Ireland, leaders have been unable 
to form active branches of the United Irish 
league. The people are contented to leave 
well enough alone. 

There is another question which must be 
settled and that is the problem of the higher 
education of the people. ‘This problem is a 
difficult one, because it involves some re- 
ligious strife. Ireland is, for all practical 
purposes, a Roman Catholic country. Yet 
this creed has many grievances as to educa- 
tional dictation. When England toak over 
the government of the country by the en- 
forced union. of 1801 it would seem that such 
a step would have been taken with the as- 
sumption of some regard for Irish ideas. 
That the Irish parliament abolished by the 
union act, which was driven through to suc- 
cess by bribery and corruption, had regard for 
these ideas was shown by the establishment 
and endowment of that body of the Roman 
Catholic college of Maynooth. And yet the 
Irish parliament which performed that act 
was a purely Protestant body. 

A plan is now being fought for by T. w. 
Russell, M. P., himself a Protestant and à 
unionist, and one of the most unselfish and 
intellectual of Irish leaders today. He pro- 
poses a plan by which the government shall 
give either absolute educational equality to 
the Roman Catholics by establishing in Dub- 
lin a great university, which shall be as Cath- 
olle as the University of Dublin is Protestant: 
or, establish a college in the same way and 
on the lines of Trinity college, it being affili- 
ated with the University of Dublin; or, estab- 
lish such a college and make it part of the 
Royal university. | 


Military Rule Must Go. 


Dublin castle rule must go if Ireland is to 
settle down to peace and prosperity. Its 
power is being constantly shorn, though the 
military authority is as strong as ever. But 
with landiordism out of the way the serious 
obstacle will be removed to making Dublin 
castie as Irish as it is now English.. 

Engtand is undeniably dolng much good for 
the Irigh farmer in a practical way. This 
chief work is through the Irish Agricultural 
Organization society, By the efforts of this 
society and a governmental department of 
agriculture and technica! instruction, Iren 
farmers are now working on cospera tion 
bases. They have codperative creameries 
and realize higher prices for dairy produce: 
they have codperative credit associations, 
which are the greatest tribute’ to 
honeaty by the 2 * the balance sheets 
show that “bad debts are practically un- 
known. They have been taught by. prac- 
tical instruction, in schools and on their own 
land, modern farming and dairying methods. 
The breeds of cattle, horses, pigs, and sheep 
heave been improved. In every way more 
economic methods have been brought about 
and primitive farming with its grinding 
waste s being gradually reduced. 

But with these efforts there can be no 
marked change for the good, no ending of 
the present disorders, which are the heritage 


ot centuries, untid the question of land 
ownership is settied.

Party Leaders. 


OLD SYSTEM HELD BEST. 


After Conference with Old Mem 
bers of Both Houses President 
May Alter Message. 


[BY RAYMOND.) 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 21.—[Special.}— 
There has been developing among members 
of congress a decided wave of opposition to 
the president's idea of a tariff commission. 
So strong hae this feeling become it is more 
than likely it will result in the elimination 


| of this recommendation from the president’s 
message, or at the least in a modification of 


the plan which will it of direct congres- 


sional action rather than a report from an 


outside commission. 

The sentiment in congress does not favor 
commissions of any sort, and particularly 
not one to deal with the tariff question. The 
congressmen say, with considerable justice, 
that there could not be gathered in the 
United States half a dozen men whose tech- 
nical knowledge of tariff problems could be 
compared with that of the older members of 
the finance committee of the senate and the 
ways and means committee of the house. 

Some of the old members in both houses, 
like Allison, Aurich, Cullom, Cannon, Payne. 
and Grosvenor, have been through half a 
dozen tariff fights. They have seen tariffs 
made and unmade by republicans and demo- 
ecrats, protectionists and free traders, and 
have acquired an acquaintance with in- 
dustrial conditions in this country and the 
effect of foreign competition such as could 
be expected from no body of men not con- 
stantly employed in the consideration 
these questions. 

Most of the older members of the tariff 
comgnittees can quote off hand the rates on 
important articles under the last three or 
four tariffs, the consumption and importa- 
tion, and other data usually only found by 
research. For this reason congressmen are 
extremely averse to the appointment of a 
tariff commission for the simple reason that 
ite conclusions would not be accepted as 
anything but theories at best.

congress.

Theodore Roosevelt is not a man who plays 
until he finishes his work. He had his mes- 
sage ready for the printer before he went 
to Mississippi. Monday and Tuesday at 
least will be given up to conferences with 
the older republican members of congress, 
so that necessary changes can be made and 
the message printed for distribution among 
the newspapers. 

If the sentiment against a tariff commis- 
sion proves as strong as is anticipated, the | 
president will change his message without 
much hesitation. 

I have good authority for the statement 
that President Roosevelt is far from being 
an extremist in regard to tariff revision. 
He would probably agree with Uncle Joe 
Cannon more readily than with Babcock of 
Wisconsin or Dalzell of Pennsylvania. 

The president probably stands about 
where the great majority of the people will 
be found. He knows that in the five years 
since the Dingley tariff went into effect in- 
dust conditions have changed to such 
an extent that some of the schedules are 
badly out of plumb, others are a little un- 
fair to producers or consumers, and the ma- 
jority are all right. Tariff revision as ad- 
vocated by the president means merely a 
correction of manifest inequalities, a change 
of rates to suit new conditions, but all this 
must be done on protection lines, by repub- 
licans, and with no serious wrench to prices. 

With such a policy in view and acting 
merely as a conservative protectionist the 
president undoubtedly will be quite willing 
to see the first steps towards a revision of 
the tariff taken by a joint committee of con- 
gress rather than by a commission. 

Above all, the president will not lend him- 
self to any scheme for attacking the trusts - 


| through the tariff. He believes the two 


questions should be left distinct at all times. 
He said today to frequent callers that he 
had no notion of calling an extra session to 
consider the tariff unless congress desired 
it. He declared he was not wholly satisfied 
that the country demanded any action at 
once and he expressed his willingness to 
agree to any plan suggested by the party 
leaders in congress, so that it made provi- 
sion for some investigation of tariff condi- 
tions. 

Under the circumstances, therefore, the 
abandonment of the tariff commission and 
the substitution of a joint committee of the 
two houses or two separate committees sit- 
ting during the recess is clearly fore- 


shadowed. 


Invitations have been sent out to a dozen 
or twenty of the leaders in both houses, and 
Mr. Cannon is, of course, included. He was 
always invited to these conferences, but his 
opinion is now more important than ever, 
in view of his nearly certain election to pre- 
side over the next house of representatives. 

The president's position at one of these 
congressional conferences is not always an 
easy one, as a funny incident today at the 
White house shows. On one side of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was Senator Lodge of Mas- 
sachusetts, who has the usual New England 
idea of the tariff. On the other side of the 
president sat Senator Burrows of Michigan, 
who led the fight for beet sugar last spring. 

J am heartily in favor of your policy of 
Cuban reciprocity,” said Senator 
“but I wish, Mr. President, you would hold 
up that Newfoundland treaty until I can 
look into it a little." 

The president smiled at his old friend, but 
the laugh became general when Senator 
Burrows said, with a grin, “ I’m heartily in 
favor of your Newfoundland treaty, Mr.

Each member Of President Roosevelt's 
cabinet is now the possesor of one of the 
chairs used in the cabinet room since the ad- 
ministration of Gen. Grant. President Roose- 
velt presented them with the chairs, but 
asked that each member send the nominal 
sum of $5 to Col. Bingham as a payment for 
the same, as he was not allowed under the 
law to give away any of the household effects 
of the White house. ' 

A number of other articles of historic value 
have been disposed of to friends of the ad- 
ministration, and the sum paid for them 
placed to the credit of the White house fund. 

This is not an unusual proceeding, as each 
year a certain amount of the effects of the 
White house is sold and the money used for 
buying new furniture or other house furnish- 
ings, but the chairs which are now in the 
possession of the cabinet officers are thought 
to be of much more than usual value, on ac- 
count of their long service. They are of wal- 
nut, handsomely carved and upholstered lux- 
uriously in dark green leather. 

There have been for years collectors watch- 
ing for the sale of the desk made from the

It is believed here that the terms of the 
treaty negotiated follow in many respects 
the offers made to the rebels some time ago 
by President Marroquin.

APOSTOLIC DELEGATE FORMALLY 

‘Cordial Meeting Between the 
Envoy and thé Governor ‘Takes 
Place in the Palace in Mantla—Both 
Express Confidence in an Early and 
| Friendly Settlement of All Prob- 

lems Between Church and State 
Frankness and Opén Dealing. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
MANILA, Nov. 21.—Mgr: Guidi, apostolic 
delegate to the Philippines, made a forma} 
call on Gov. Taft at the Malacanan palace to- 
day and presented his credentials from Car- 
dinal Rampolla, papal secretary of state. He 
also delivered a friendly 
from the pope. 

Mgr. Guidi said that he accepted the mis- 
sion because he knew that Gov. Taft was 
an upright and sincere man. Continuing 
the apostolic delegate said:

Gives and Asks Formal Pledge.

“As you say the best method of settling 
the difficult questions presented between 
the church and the state in these islands will 
be fotind in entire frankness and in open 
‘dealing. The negotiations which have al- 
ready taken place in Rome point out the 
Unes u which we should proceed; and 
while undue haste would be unwise, in view 
of the important interests concerned, I have 
no doubt that we can with considerable 
speed reach a satisfactory solution. 

The result of your visit, in the judgment 
of my superiors and myself, will much affect 
the welfare of the people of the Philippines. 
The property and the rights of the church 
must be observed and protected by the gov- 
ernment. What those rights are, when in 
dispute, unless they are settled by an agree- 
ment, must be determined by the courts of 


Rights of All to Be Guarded. 
“The preservation of those rights ie the 


only by virtue of the treaty of Paris, but 
by virtue of the constitution of the United 
States and of the principles of American 
jurisprudence, which are so deeply seated 
in the political creed of every Amerigan 
that they cannot be d from. 
“If we can adjust the mutual rights and 
obligations of the government of these is- 
lands with the Roman Catholic church by a 
compromise and an agreement, without 
having resort to the courts, this is an end 
dévoutly to be wished, and an end which I 
am sure we-both cordially and sincerely seek. 
I know that we both desire the settlement 
and the uplifting of the Filipino people and 
that, while it te natural that there should 
be differences of opinion as to the method of 
bringing about such a great result; this 
common desire on the part of the two ne- 
gotiators gives great hope that a conclu- 
sion may be reached by them, satisfactory 
to both and achieving a common purpose.“

To this end, the encyclical says, the pontiff 
has established a ission of serious 
men whose duty it will be to devote their 
entire energy to insure that the divine words 
may receive the explanation demanded of 
them by the times.” .

LONDON, Nov, 22, 8 a. m.—The letters be- 
tween Secretary Chamberlain and Gen. 
Botha over the appeal of the Boer generals 
to the world for financial assistance were 
made public today: Chamberlain protested 
against the exaggerations in the appeal and 
pointed out that Great Britain had not only 
given the Boers $15,000,000 for relief but was 
spending in addition $1,000,000 a month in 
maintaining Boer camps. 

Gen. Botha replied that if the Boer generals 
had known that the $15,000,000 was for Boer 
relief the appeal to the world would have 
been issued in different form. 


Chamberlain Proves Case. 


Chamberlain naturally presented the Brit- 

ish side with lucidity and foree. His corre- 
spondence with Botha presents the evidence 
of the humane treatment of the Boer fami- 


magnanimity in dealing with a vanquished 
enemy. He naturally resented the misiead- 
ing statements made by the Boer generals in 
the anti-British appeal to the foreigners. 

Gen. Botha’s replies were conciliatory 
rather than apologetic, and did not break 
the force of Chamberlain's powerful but 
temperate presentation of the case. 

The correspordence showe that the Boer 
generals welcome the announcement of 
Chamberlain's mission to south Africa and 
offer to cotperate with him in effecting a 
reconciliation of the races. The correspond- 
ence is read here with satisfaction. Eng- 
lishmen have felt that they have never had 
sufficient credit for conducting the war with 
a degree of humanity unparalleled in his- 
tory and in making the most generous peace 
8 known. The Boer generals, or, rather, 

. Leyds, who misied them, have enabled 
Chamberlain to emphasize these facts.

tion to the gift of $15,000,000 for the relief 
of the Boers Great Britain had been spend- 
ing $1,000,000 monthly since the close of the 
war in maintaining the burgher camps as 
organizations to enable the people to return 
to their homes. 

Mr, Chamberlain also suggests that large 
sums were remitted by the Transvaal to Eu- 
rope during the war. He says there must be 
a large balance thereof remaining and in- 
vites Gen. Botha’s coéperation in finding the 
persons to whom the money was intrusted 
and in recovering the balance, which, he says, 
Great Britain is prepared to add to the sums 
Already provided for the relief of the 
burghers. 


Botha Admits Misunderstanding.

Chamberlain made his speech of Nov. 5 he 
understood that the $15,000000 was partial 
compensation for war losses. If he had 
known that ft was solely for the relief of des- 
titution the appeal, in such form, would not 
have been issued.

PRESIDENT JAMES DISCUSSES ITS 
“EDUCATIONAL FUTURE. 


Declares in Address at Press Club Din- 
mer That This City’s Universities 
Win Place It in the First Ran 
Says Day of Vast Endowments Is 
Near at Hand—Literature, However, 


Shows. 


Chicago was proclaimed as the future ed- 
ucational center of the United States and 
one of the educational] centers of the world 
by President Edmund J. James at a dinner 
at the Press club last evening. The topic 
under discussion by a list of speakers was 
“ Chicago, the educational and literary cen- 
ter of the west.“ 

President James began by saying that he 
had no time to discuss Chicago's position 
in the west as that was certain, but he 
would give his opinion of its relation to the 
entire country and the worid. 

“The tendency of. Chicagoans to boast 
is a well known jok4é” he said, but the 
fact remains that the people of this city 
have never anticipated the future growth 
of the town, whether it was laying water 
pipe, building transportation lines, or plan- 


consider that the great universities are com- 
ing to the large cities. Chicago’s future 
growth is assured, and there are many 
reasons why this city has great strategica: 
advantages in ation. 

“ We are not left to mere speculation. We 
have now at least the foundation stones 
and pieces of two great universities, which 
will be completed ina short time. Students 
will follow the lines of trade and commerce 
if they can find at the end the schools they 


What « Great University Is. 

“My definition of a university is a great 
complex of professional schools. These re- 
quire the presence of. skilled investigators 
who are constantly making their university 
the center of scientific investigation and re- 
search. For the start we have the Chicago 
university, with its endowments of $16,000, - 
000, and from my recent scrutiny of the 
property of the Northwestern I believe that 
it could not be replaced for less than $10,- 
000,000. We hear a great deal about the en- 
dowments of $25,000,000, and even $50,000, 000, « 
but I believe that they will come in a few 
years, and the financial success, at least, of 
Chicago’s universities will be assured. There 
are certain things that cannot be bought 
for money that are needed to make great 
universities, it is true, but the money is 
necessary first ofall. These enormous en- 
dowments are sure to come, and there is no 
none that is more likely to receive them 

n Chicago.” 


Speaks for Parodhial Schools. 

Father M. J. Dorney made a defense of 
the Catholic parochial school, claiming that 
it was due the child that he should have 
moral as well as educational teaching.

LEGISLATURE VOTES TO REPEAL 
THE PROHIBITION LAW. 


Local on on the Saloon the Ques- 
tion to Pat Before the Voters at 
n Special Election in January—At- 
tempt to Substitute a Dispessary 
Pian Faile—Many Foes of 
tien Are Forced Into Line in Order 
to Comply with Party Pledge. 


‘Montpelier, Vt, Nov. 21.—[Special.}—The 
Vermont senate this afterndon, with only 
one dissenting voice, passed the straight high 
license local option bill, with a referendum, 
and, after a session lasting from 9 o'clock 
this morning until nearly midnight, the 
house ordered this bill to a third reading, 
suspended the rules, and passed it without 
debate. 

The legislature tonight took a recess until 


work ahead of It. 

The struggle in the house this morning be- 
gan over the motion to substitute for this 
high license bill the Battell dispensary bill. 
This was discussed for four hours and was 
fipally defeated by a vote of 158 to 74. 


Attempt to Get In Substitutes. 
The next attempt in the house was to sub- 
| stitute for the referendum on the high u- 
cense bill the one carried by the Battell bill. 
The referendum on the bill passed provides 
that the people shall vote on the acceptance 
or rejection of this law the first Tuesday 
in January next, while the Battell fixed the 
date of the referendum at the annual town 
and city election in March. ; 

Many members who voted for the straight 
high license bill were prohibitionists, and 
the majority of them were opposed to the 
open saloon, but they believed that in order 
to keep the pledge made at the republican 
state convention in June they should pass 
a straight high license local option bill and 


let the people say whether or not it shall be- 
come a statute law of the state. 


Memy Prefer Dispensary Plan, 

Many who voted for the license bill favored 
the provisions of the Battell bill, inasmuch 
as the latter keeps the open saloon out of 
Vermont and, by the provisions of its dis- 
pensary system under state control, elimi- 
nates the opportunity for private gain in 
liquor selling. 

All day long, by ingenious argument, the 
supporters of the Battell bill endeavored to 
secure a majority in the belief that the pas- 
sage of this bill would keep the party pledge, 
but they were defeated by ‘a big majority. 
The bill will go to the governor for his sig- 
nature when the legislature convenes Dec. 2.

Some advised him to make 
public his views, while others deplored the 
step. 

What he said was that baptism is no es- 
sential to chufch membership. The prac- 
tice of taking people into churches without 
baptising them is common among Baptists 
in England, and the pastor of the Fifth 
Avenue church in this city thinks the prac- 
tice should become general here. Part of 
what the Rev. Dr. Johnston said follows: 

“Could there be a church without bap- 
tism? One's answer must depend upon on@q's 
views of the efficacy of baptism. I assume 
baptism is an expression of confession mere- 
ly, an act of obecience only, and that it is 
essential neither to salvation nor to the 
highest type of Christian character. To 
make baptism essential to church member- 
ship is to perpetuate its cleavage in the body 
of Christ along the line of ceremony mere- 
ly. It would compel. us, for the sake of 
ceremonial observances, to disregard the 
fundamental biblical principle of the right 
and duty of individual freedom of scriptural 
interpretation. 

The policy of receiving members without 
baptizing them has been followed by many 
English Baptist churches. Its adoption here 
would not mean the discontinuance of bap- 
tism, nor the disappearance of immersion.” 

Speaking of these expressions today, the 
Rev. Charles E. Nash of the North Baptist 
church, Manhattan, said they were totally 
contrary to views generally held by Bap-* 
tists. The Rev. Dr. H. L. Morehouse, sec- 
retary of the American Home Mission so- 
ciety, said the Rev. Dr. Johnstons logic was 
bad, and that his practice, if adopted, would 
be worse.

WILL CIRCUMVENT TAX FIXERS. 


State Equalizers Have Plan to List All 
Corporations as Assessable 
or Not. 


A system of reports by which corporations 
will be forearmed against the machinations 
of so-called tax fixers is being formulated 
by the capital stock committee of the state 
board of equalization, according to state- 
ments made yesterday by Dr. S. M. Barnes, 
chairman of that committee. 

What I propose to do, if possible, is to 
make three classifications of the corpora- 
tions of the state,“ said Dr. Barnes. One 
classification will include those corporations 
which we have assessed on capital stock. 
Another will include those which are assess- 
able, but which in the judgment of the board 
have been sufficiently assessed in the tangible 
property assessments. The third will in- 
clude those corporations which are exempt 
and the reasons why they are exempt. 

That the third list will be long the chair- 
man of the committee admitted, and pointed 
out wherein corporations by violation of one 
state law may escape assessment under the 
other. How the violation of one law saved 
the corporation from taxation, was explained 

Dr. Barnes as follows: 

“The so-called anti-trust,law required 
corporations to file with the secretary of 
state annually affidavits ‘hat they are not 
in trusts.. If they do not, then the secretary 
of state wipes them off the list of corpora- 
tions. Not finding them on the records of 
the secretary of state, the board has no 
official knowledge of them, and unless we 
know of them incidentally we cannot assess 
them. 


corporations escape also because 
of. the law which exempts from taxation the 
stock of corporations ‘ organized for manu- 
facturing purposes.’ The board has no ju- 
dicial power, and if the charter of the cor- 
poration declares that it is organized for 
manufacturing purposes, we cannot assess 
it, no matter whether it engaged in some 
other line or not. Nearly half of the cor- 
porations certified to us by the assessors are 
exempt under some provisions of the law.”

APPEAL FOR MERIT LAW 
MADE BY WOMEN’S CLUBS. 


Committee of State Federation Prepares 
Argument Urging Elimination of 
‘Politics from State Institutions. 


— —-ð 


An appeal for a state merit law has just 
been prepared by the civil service committee 
of the Ilinpis State Federation ef Women’s 
Clubs, of which Miss Julia Lathrop is chair- 
man. 

The hospital for the insane at Kankakee 
is pointed out by the committee as typical 
of the ruin worked by politica in the man- 
agement of charitable institutions. The ap- 
peal describes the splendid work carried on 
by that institution during the first few years 
of ite existence, when its government was 
free from political intrigue. 

“In the fourteen years of his superin- 
tendency Dr. Dewey states that he was able 
to conduct the hospital on a merit basis un- 
disturbed by politics,” reads Miss Lathrop’s 
report. Once during his incumbency he 
was asked if he would.be kind enough to 
place a brother of the governor on his 
medical staff, but he declined, and hie right 
do decline was not questioned by the gov- 
ernor. Such a state of affairs now seems 
like the polite discipline of the admiral in 
* Pinafore.’ ” 

The appeal declares “in the first seven years 
of the ten year period beginning in 1892, Kan- 
kakee had five superintendents and three and 
two-thirds sets of trustees.”

Fraternal Associations Expected to Car- 
ry Up Tax Case Decision of 
| State Court. 


Illinois fraternal insurance organizations 
are deeply interested in the decision of the 
IHinois Supreme court that all cash in their 
treasuries is liable to taxation, regardless 
of the fact that there may be death claims 
outstanding against it. The question was 
considered yesterday by the board of control 
of the endowment rank of the Knights of 
Pythias, which is holding ite annual session 
here. The rank usually has several hun- 
dred thousand dollars on hand, and has been 
working toward, the accumylation of a sur- 
plus. The Order of Modern Woodmen, the 
largest of the fraternale, with headquarters 
at Rock Island, frequently has over a million 
on hand. It is believed that the question in- 
volves too much to be allowed to go without 
6 decision of the highest court, and k is 
probable that all the fraternal organizations 
will combine to carry the case up. 

The withdrawal of the Standard Accident 
company from the lability insurance confer-

Some 
have done so before they were asked, saying 


working for them should share in the pros- 
perity of the country. ‘Other roads have 
waited to be asked but have yielded without 
much demur to the demands on them.

But the railroad managers do not intend 
that higher wages shall mean lower divi- 
dends if it can possibly be avoided. They 
have all the freight they can handle, and 
some have more, but they. do not believe

vunce in wages and to other causes. The 
merease in the cost of railroad supplies and 
material of all kinds has been enormous. 


It has been 237 per cent during the last five 


years, while the increase in freight and pas- 


sengers moved has been 87 per cent. The 


‘Managers propose that the money with 
which to pay the higher wages shall come 
out of the shippers of freight, who are pros- 
perous, and hence, assumedly, are able 
to stand higher rates. The shippers*will at- 


‘| tempt to shift the burden to the shoulders 


of consumers by demanding higher prices 


. for their goods. In some instances they will 


succeed, and the consumers will be the ones 
who, in reality, will pay the higher wages. 
The railroads do not care who stands the 
expense ultimately. They intend to avoid 


‘standing it if they can. 


Hence it is that eastern roads have al- 
‘ready voted to raise the freight rates on 
essed meats, 
and on a number of other articles. The 
western roads are preparing to withdraw 
all the reduced tariffs which have been put 
A force since the beginning of the year. It 


-is assumed that the restoration of the old 
‘rates may add several million dollars to the 
income of the roads during the ensuing 
year. Out of that income they ought to be 


able to pay the higher wages and, perhaps, 
add a little to their net receipts. 

Shippers will not view with pleasure the 
proposed advances in rates. They would 
rather that the railroads should leave the 
rates as they are, even though dividends 
suffer, but they will admit that if they 


were in the place of the railroad managers 


they would att as the managers are acting. 
Few men fail to pass over a burden of this 
kind to somebody else whenever, they can. 
The consumers of breadstuffs and meat may 
have to pay more for their food and con- 
tribute thus to the payment of the advance 


in wages of railroad employés. They will 


complain more loudly than ever of the in- 
creased cost of living and will be urgent 
in their demand for better wages. An ad- 
vance in wages is a good thing for those 
who get it, but the final consequences are 
interesting and not always entertaining. | 


A LABOR PARTY WOULD BE UNWISE. 
Samuel Gompers showed himself a wise 
labor leader when he defeated the resolution 
advising “the working people to organize 
their economical political power to secure 
for labor the full equivalent of its toil.” 
There was an inexplicable wave of senti-

President Gompers, resulted in the defeat 
of the resolution by 400 out of over 9,000 
votes. The heavy vote cast in favor of

THE RIGHT’TO WORK. 
President Mitchell made a statement dur- 
ing his examination which, is no doubt in 
perfect accord with the sentiments of or- 
ganized labor,“ but which is not in harmony 
with the theory of the law as to personal 
rights. He was asked whether he agreed 
with Archbishop Ireland that—- 
Walle the right to enter upon a strike is and 
must be conceded as a right belonging to the per- 
sonal freedom of workingmen, this must ever be 
demanded, that they’ who cease to work must in 
no way interfere with the liberty of others who 
may wish to work. The personal freedom of the 
individual citizen ts the most sacred and precious 
inheritance of Americans. The constitution and 
the laws authorize R;: the spirit ot the country 
prociaims it; the prosperity of the people, the very 
life of the nation require it. : 


Mr. Mitchell replied that he did not, so 
far as the second part of the proposition was 
concerned. He said: “ The right of a man 
to do whatever he chooses is a contradiction 
of every principle of American government. 
It is anarchy pure and simple for a man 
to do whatever he pleases regardless of 
the effect on society.” The archbishop did 
not wish to be understood as saying that 
a citizen has a. right to do whatever he 
pleases. What he meant was that the man 
who wished to work had a right to work and 
should not be molested when asserting his 
right. The existence of this right in cer- 
tain cases President Mitchell bluntly denies, 
He contends thet a man has no right to sell 


affect a great multitude of people. In other 
words, if a number of workmen strike in 
order to get the higher wages which they 
say they must have in order to live decently 
other men have no right to accept the wages 
which the strikers say are msnfficient. 

The law does not sanction this position, 
It is true, as President Mitchell says, that 
the law restricts in many ways the personal 
freedom of the individual. He is not the 
absolute and uncontrolled master of his 
person or his property, because if he were 
he would commit many aets whereby others 
would be injured. But the law has not yet 
forbidden competition for employment and 
the underbidding of one man by another. 
There is no question that competition of 
this kind makes many suffer. Workingmen 
are not the only sufferers through cheaper 
labor. | -

PATRIOTIC LABORATORY MATERIAL. 

For some time past the Germans have 
been complaining about American meats. 
They say that the preservatives used in get- 
ting those meats ready for the market are 
injurious. Boracic acid, salicylic acid, for- 
maldehyde, benzoic acid, benzoate of soda, 
and other similar chemicals commonly 
known as “dopes” are said to be found in 
the products of the American packing 
houses and have fallen under the displeasure 
of the German government. The govern- 
ment of the United States now proposes to 
find out for itself whether the charges made 
against such chemicals are well founded. 

Accordingly there will soon be opened in 
Washington a government boarding house 
in which twelve vigorous young men will be 
fed on various kinds of pure and im- 
pure ” edibles. The experiment will stretch 
over at least a year. The young men, who 
are most of them employed in the scientific 
bureaus of the agricultural department, un- 
dertake to eat and drink nothing besides 
what is ed to them by their official 
hosts. ey are willing to allow their bodies 
to be used as laboratory material. It does 
not seem likely that they will experience any 
evil effects. The latest news from Germany 
is that recent experiments have caused some 
professors to believe that the objection to 
food preservatives is, in many cases, a mis- 
guided prejudice, It is probable that young 
men could eat a good deal of preserved meat 
without getting into much trouble. 


into trouble or not the scientific results se- 
cured will be interesting. We have in Chi- 
cago an experiment much like the one now 
beginning in Washington. The Chicago 
Hospital School for Nervous and Delicate 
Children . conducts investigations into the 
effects of different kinds of food on the 
mental and physical health of the children 
it cares for.

the Chinese government to secyre 
-- from it concessions are not for the 
. benefit of the nation over which he 

rules, but for that of his private and 
personal fortune, and it may be questioned 
to what extent he is justified in using the 
Belgian minister at Pekin, who is paid and 


‘maintained by the Belgian government at 


the expense of the Belgian taxpayers, for his 
private business. : 

King Leopold has obtained from the Chi- 
nese government an immense tract of terri- 
tory situated on the right bank of the Yang- 
tse at Hankau. This is his private estate, 
and the Belgian minister at Pekin, acting in 
his behalf, is losing no opportunity of ex- 
tending the property in every direction. 

It is hardly necessary to point out that with 
the development of international trade on the 
Yang-tse this land will become immensely 
valuable. King Leopold is also not mere- 
ly the principal stockholder but likewise the 
moving spirit of the Franco-Belgian com- 
pany, which is constructing the railroad from 
Hankau to Pekin, and the chief offices of the 
company in question are at Brussels. 


There are few old world monarchs whose 
private interests are more scattered than 
those of King Leopold. For, aside from his 
numerous enterprises in China, he has almost 
the complete monopoly of the rubber and 
ivory trade of the Congo Free State, which Is 
to all intents and purposes his private do- 
main. That he has large railroad and min- 
ing investments in the United States is weil 
known, and they are looked after, it is under- 
stood, by his friend, Mr. Walsh. 

He owns land in the south of France, is 
generally understood to be one of the gtock- 
holders of the Monte Carlo Casino, and had 
at any rate a few years ago a large amount 
of money engaged along with his Scotch 
friend Mackinnon in the British East Afri- 
can company. 

The nitrate trade of Chile, in which he em- 
barked, in connection with his business part- 
ner, the late Col.” North, popularly known 
as the Nitrate King.“ likewise brought him 
a large amount of revenue, while it is daiffi- 
cult to find anybody in Belgfum, either among 
the native or foreign population who is not 
firmly convinced that King Leopold is ex- 
tensively interested in a financial sense in 
the prosperity of both Ostend and of Spa, 
which in each instance is base 1 upon the, 
maintenance of those casinos, which, in spite 
of their affectations of being private clubs, 
arc nothing more nor less than public g2:n- 
bling establishments. 

It may be recalled that, in spite of royal 
opposition at every step, legislation has 
been enacted by both houses of the na- 
tional parliament in Belgium prohibiting 
all gambling at both Ostend and Spa. The 
obstacles which the promoters of this leg- 
islation have had to encounter have been 
almost insurmountable, and it now re- 
mains to be seen whether the king will give 
his final sanction to the measures, which 
is necessary in order to convert them into 
the law of the land. 

Although the legislation was enacted 
some months ago, the king has not yet 
signed the law, and people are wondering 
whether he will eventually do so or if he 
will fly in the face of the Belgian parliament 
and of popular sentiment in his dominions 
by refusing his sanction. 

— 

Osborne house, which, it may be remem- 
bered, was presented by King Edward to 
the nation on the occasion of his corona- 
tion for use as a sanitarium for naval and 
military officers, is already in process of 
alteration to suit it for its .requirements. 
The council chamber is being divided into 
two, and there are numerous extra stair- 
cases being built to the upper floor with 
the object of enabling the palace to be 
divided into a number of small apartments 
independent one of the other, Most of the 
furniture has been removed, and, in fact, 
the palace presents a sadly stripped and 
barren appearance. 


The simultaneous presence in England of 
two foreign monarchs—namely: the kaiser 
d the king of Portugal—and the fact 
hat they should each of them be colonel’ 
in chief of British regiments, has served to 
call attention to the distinction that ex- 
ists between @ colonel in chief, a colonel, 
and a colonel commandant. The latter, 
who is the actual commander of the regi- 
ment, is usually a lieutenant colonel, at 
any rate where the cavalry is concerned. 

With regard to the colonel of the regi- 
ment and the colonel in chief, they are 
both of them grades so unknown in the 
United States that a few words of explana- 
tion on the subject may be of interest. 

The rank of colonel of a regiment is 
usually held by a general officer, who in 
most cases has seen some service with the 
corps in his earlier career. He does not 
exercise any actual command or take any 
part in the administration of the corps, 
but draws pay and allowances as the colonel 
of the regiment, so that the colonelcy in 
question is more or less of a sort of special 
service pension in addition to his regular 
pay as a general. 

The cq@ionel has likewise the right to 
wear the uniform of the regiment, and fre- 
quently acts as an intermediary between 
its officers and either the war department 
or the court, particularly when there is any 
privilege or favor to be obtained. He also 
presents most of the officers of the regi- 
ment at court. 

The colonel in chief receives no pay what- 
soever. He is always a royal personage, 
generaily a foreign monarch, and on great 
reviews usually leads his regiment past the 
reviewing -party, riding ahead of both the 
colonel and of the actual commander of 
the regiment. These colonelcies in chief 
likewise enable those foreign sovereigns 
and princes who possess these honorary 
distinctions to pay to the monarch whom 
they may be visiting the compliment of 
wearing his livery by donning the uniform 
of a regiment in his army. 

— 

Every one is aware of the extent to which 
the nobility is represented among the corps 
of officers of the German army, where, 
indeed, the aristocracy predominates. It is 
interesting to compare therewith the rep- 
resentation of the German aristocracy in the 
ranks of the professors of the universities 
and high schools of the empire. 

Of the 2,792 professors who are comprised 
in the faculties of the twenty-one universi- 
ties of Germany there are 141 noblemen— 
that is to say, 5 per cent of the total, among 
them three counts and twelve barons. 
Among the 695 professors of the technical 
high schools thirty-five—that is to say, a lit- 
tle over 6 per cent, are noblemen. The Uni- 
versity of Tubingen has the largest number 
of noblemen in its faculty, 18 per cent of the 
professors being members of the aristocracy, 
while next comes the Munich university, with 
a percentage of a little over 15. 

It is a curious fact that the universities and 
high schools in southern Germany show a 
far larger percentage of the nobility on the 
roster of their professors than in northern 
Germany, from which one deduces the infer- 
ence that the aristocracy of the southern por- 
tion of the German empire takes a greater 
part and interest in the intellectual life of 
the country than farther north. Thus, 
where as near 16 per cent of the Munich uni- 
versity professors are nobles, the percentage 
of the Berlin university is a little over 1, that 
of Bonn exactly 2, while at Leipzig it is not 
even 1 per cent. 

With regard to the representation of the 
mobility among the various branches of 
study in the corps of professors of the twen- 
ty-one German universities, it may be added 
that of the 261 professors of law twenty-six, 
that is to say, over 9 per cent, are nobles, 
while of the 842 professors of the various 
branches of medicine and chemistry only 
forty-four belong to the aristocracy. Of the 
286 professors of theology only thirteen are 
nobles, while of the 1,423 professors of phi- 
losophy but fifty-eight are blue blooded.

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COMMITTEE TO LIST CLAIMS 
AGAINST H. B. WICKERSHAM. 


Preliminary Step Toward Effort at Set- 
tlement with Creditors—Ability to 
_ Raise Necessary Money Doubted. 


“The special auditing committee of Herman 
B. Wickersham’s creditors yesterday au- 
thorized John M. O’Connor to communicate 
with all the creditors to secure the exact 
amount of their claims. When these have 
been listed, it is said, a partial settlement 
will be made by which creditors will receive 
about 20 per cent in cash and the personal 
notes of Mr. Wickersham for the remainder. 

“All this talk about the creditors being 
willing to accept part payment of their 
claims doesn’t amount to anything.“ said 
one of the attorneys interested. I have the 
first dollar to see that will be produced to 
apply on these bills. The Wickersha 
have made promises, but I know they canno 
produce such a large sum as $10,000 on 
short notice. H. B. Wickersham's life in- 
surance policy for $15,000 already has sev- 
eral claims against it and will bring little. 
Personally I am not aware that a single 
creditor really has agreed to a settlement.” 

One attorney presented Wickersham a 
claim for $500, part of which was on a note 
for $100 signed by another man. Accom- 
panying it was a written statement by 
Wickersham that the note was secured by 


a mortgage. 

“I do not recall the note regarding the 
m gad Wickersham, but the $100 
note is not worth the paper on which it is 
written. I took it to the man, whom I knew 
to be penniless, and told him if he would 
sign the note T thought I could sell it for 
face value. He signed it and I sold it. That 
is all therdis to the transaction.”

Report of Crop Experts. 

An elaborate report was issued yesterday 
by the committee-of crop experts, which re- 
cently gathered at Washington to investigate 
the agricultural department system and sug- 
gest improvements This committee 
working. under the general auspices of the 
national board of trade, to the president of 
which, the Hon. Blanchard Randall, the re- 
port is addressed, consisted ot William 8. 
Harvey, representing the Philadelphia Com- 
mercial museum; J. C. Brown, representing 
the New York produce exchange; B. Frank 
Howard, representing the Chicago board of 
trade; H. A. Wroth, representing the Balti- 
more chamber of commerce, and Charles B. 
Murray, representing the Cincinnati chamber 
of commerce and national board of trade com- 
mittee on crop reports, It finds the errors’ 
in crop statistics of the department of agri- 
culture appear to have been due more to a 
faulty area basis than to any other cause. 
While, says the committee, the percentage 
system used by the department of agriculture 
cannot be depended upon for the fullest de- 
gree of accuracy of reported results, it is un- 
doubtedly the best practicable system avail- 
able for purposes of monthly and yearly re- 
ports, but it needs to be applied with an in- 
telligent understanding of its true meaning 
and significance. The secretary of agricul- 
ture is urged to consider favorably the need 
of securing for this branch of governmental 
service the strength’ and power of a bureau, 
at the earliest date practicable, with in- 
creased appropriation if necessary, and to 
reorganize the working force under the stat- 
isticlan looking to greater efficiency. The 
report concludes: ‘ 

“In addition to the present method of in- 
quiry as to comparative crop area on a per- 
cen estimate, it is recommended that the 
statistician also provide in the schedules an 
inquiry for acreage estimates for the impor- 


invariably furnish this information, which 


conclusions. 

“ The method of reporting winter wheat and 
spring wheat conditions separately a portion 
of the season and subsequently as consoli- 
dated should be so changed that such ex- 
hibits shall be given separately and con- 
solidatedly to the end of the season. 

In statements of condition and yield of 
wheat, it is recommended that in specifica- 
tions of winter and spring grain distinctively 
the reports recognize areas by states, making 


dominating characteristics in this particular. 

“The yearly final report of the leading 
crops by states, giving acreage harvested and 
production, should be accompanied by a state- 
ment indicating the differences between acre- 
age planted and acreage harvested, where

No Relief in Coke Situs tion. 


No relief is reported as to the movement 
of coke, nor is any anticipated for some time 
to come; in fact, one authority suggests that 
the situation will not be normal before April. 
Imports relieve some departments of the in- 
dustry. Plans for constructive work are now 
increasing, and a lange tonnage of structural 
material will be required. As the present 
congestion is due to inadequate facilities, the 
most importunate inquiry is for railway 
equipment. 

Activity . is notable at works making 
agricultural implements, bolts, and kindred 
lines. Recent reductions in a few of the 
lighter forms stimulated dealings to a fair 
degree. Silver bullion declined to the lowest 
price on record and copper and tin also re- 
ceded from former quotations. London was 
a conspicuous factor in these changes. ; 

Heavy lines of dry goods and footwear 
need the stimulus of cold weather. A fairly 
steady demand is reported for staple cotton 
goods, but buyers are taking only for im- 
mediate requirements. Weaknessin the raw 
material gave an easier tone to forward ship- 
ments, yet the margin between spot and dis- 
tant deliveries is exceedingly narrow, while 
the moderate recovery in raw cotton quickly 
steadied the market for goods. 


Spring Shoe Orders Large. ‘ 

“ Orders for spring shoes are coming for- 
ward freely, and there is suppleméntary 
buying of winter goods on a moderate scale. 
Retailers have much money tied up in rubber 
goods, for which there has been little de- 
mand. Both sole and upper leather are 
quiet. Foreign buying of hemlock is re- 
stricted. No concessions are obtained on 
hides except where new offerings are of in- 
ferior quality, although stocks have in- 
creased and the western markets are quiet. 
Foreign dry hides are fully maintained in the 
local market, supplies being light.

it is enabling the railroads to makea far bet- 
ter fight against the prevailing freight con- 
gestion than was earlier deemed possible. 
Export trade returns look better than pre- 
liminary reports foreshadowed. Agricultur- 
al products; owing to high prices, have gone 
abroad in smaller volume than expected, but 
there is evidently a larger movement of 
manufactured goods. 

The railroad situation is certainly a re- 
markable one. The complaint is no longer 
one of car shortages, of lack of motive power, 
or even of insufficient yard facilities. The 
fact is becoming appreciated that the busi- 
ness of the country offered to the railroads 
is so large that new measures must be de- 
vised to meet new conditions. 


Cotton Goods Market Firm. 


The strength of the raw material has 
been of benefit to the cotton goods market, 
which, however, remains quiet. The woolen 
goods situation is without special feature. 
Leather and hides have ruled steady in 
price, and manufacturers of shoes report 
quite good orders for the season. 

Among the features brought out in tele- 
grams to Bradstreet’s this week is the in- 
creased activity moted by jobbers in holi- 
day goods, especially the. better grades of 
jewelry and fancy products. Fancy gro- 
ceries are also moving more freely. 

The iron trade situation is stronger than 
a week ago. Pig iron prices, immediate de- 
livery, are slightly higher. The fuel‘’scarcity 
still dominates the situation and prevents 
high production approaching more nearly 
to a parity with consumption. Western 
buying of pig iron has not been notably ac- 
tive, but a sharp demand is observed at the 
east. Bessemer pig iron is 50 cents higher 
at Pittsburg and at Philadelphia. Western 
stee)-rail mills are reported to have sold 
practically their entire 1903 production. 


Tron Heavily Sold Ahead. 


„Plate and structural iron are also heav- 
ily sold ahead, and the latter continues 
active despite the advanced stage of the 
season. Good sized transactions in steel 
billets are reported occurring at Pittsburg. 
There is little new to report among the fin- 
ished products. Heavy hardware is re- 
ported quieter at western markets, but light 
hardware is active.

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JOHN H. DALTON ON TRIAL 
ACCUSED OF BIG FRAUD.. 

Federal Officials Charge That He Got 
$20 Each from Many Thousands of 
Newspapers and Periodicals. 


That John H. Dalton, north side politician 
and saloonkeeper, defrauded 28,000 newspa- 
pers and cleared at least $560,000 through his 
scheme is what United States District Attor- 
ney Bethea hopes to show in the federal 
court in the next few days. 

Dalton is being tried in the federal court 
on a charge of fraudulent use of the mails in 
the’ name of the “ Independent Advertising 
Agency.“ The indictment shows only three 
of the names of publishers who are said to 
have been victimized. These complainants 
are A. M. Willoughby of the Greenburg 
(Ind.) Review, A. F. Dunlap: of the West 
Salem (O.) Reporter, and C. H. Peterson of 
the Wesley Ga.) News. 3 

The indictment charges Dalton and Louis 
E. Ogle with conducting a fictitious advertis- 
ing concern for the purpose of promoting the 
International Aural Clinic“ and with the 
intention of defrauding newspaper publish- 
ers. Ogle is said to have made a full confes- 
sion. 

Former Ald. John H. Colvin and ex-United 
States Marshal John W. Arnold were among 
the first witnesses for the prosecution. The 
former said he was given ten shares of stock 
in the advertising agency in 1900 and elected 
president without his knowledge. Mr. Arnold 
testified that he received ten shares of stock 
from Dalton and was made vice president 
without his consent. Both resigned as soon 
as they became suspicious. of Dalton's 


scheme. 

Frederick E. Klotz, an advertising agent, 
testified that he resigned a good position in 
September, 1900, to accept a place as mana- 
ger for the Independent Advertising agency. 
He remained five months, and then, having 
learned that the methods of the concern were 
irregular, he resigned. He said Dalton had 
told him that he intended to run up adver- 
tising accounts with the newspapers of from 
$500,000 to $1,000,000. To get a financial rat- 
ing, he said, Dalton had started his business 
by putting $10,000 in a bank, and had then 
made his advertising contracts with the

Then, suddenly, it was over. The build- 
ings were down.

We were waiting, 
willing to bequeath the passion, and the soul 
hunger, and the creative gift to another gen- 
eration more skilled in terms. 

Every little while, however, as flame breaks 
through: smoldering ashes, through our 
gray business breaks some swift flame of 
beauty and desire, and no more pleasing in- 
stance of it has occurred recently than the 
book of five lectures published by Arthur 
Jerome Eddy, entitled, “ Delight: The Soul 
of Art.” (J. B. Lippincott company, Philadel- 

Mr. Eddy is not a professional artist, nor a 
professional anything—ahb, yes, he is an at- 
torney—but his life is leisurely. So far as 
known to me, he has never gathered with 
the hard working artists and writers, who, 
after the lights get too dim in the north 
windows, knock off for a while and meet in 
the “ little room of jocund fame. No doubt 
he is something of a golf player, not a little 
of a chauffeur, a great deal of a traveler, 
and an enthusiastic devotee of pleasure in its 


that class which the previously mentioned 
hard working and fair dreaming folk of the 
„ little room are inclined to regard with 
a gentle and unexpressed disfavor. (For 
that is one of the places where riches may, 
if they be not accompanied with a charm- 
ing personality and a good deal of achieve- 
ment, militate against the possessor.) But 
it appears that of all dreamers in this town 
of submerged yet breathing ideals (one might 
judge from this simile that ideals were of the 
Anny tribe and Hved in the underworld with 
the deep sea cables), none has dreamed or 
thought to more purpose than he. And 
since even an artist may learn something, he 
may serve as an illustration of the fact that 
it is not always the man with the artist's 
blouse on his back who has the keenest per- 
ception of the meaning of art. Evidently 
these lectures were delivered to students, 
and they have here and there a 
pedagogical style. Truths are tmoculated 
rather than insinuated, and some repetition 
has been indulged in, which savors a trifie 
of the classroom. But these are trifles. Per- 
haps they are, in a way, merits, for these 
lectures ought to be read to every class of 
students in the country, no matter what the 
line of work may be in which those students 
are engaged. So sincere, encouraging, im- 
pelling, vigorous, and clear are the words 
that none, working anywhere, could fail to 
be hearted by them. A profound admirer of 
Mr. Roosevelt might say that if that excel- 
lent author (now, quite incidentally, presi- 
dent of the United States) were to write 
essays on art he would write them in the 
spirit which Mr. Eddy has shown. 

I meant to make some quotations from the 
book, and I therefore marked certain pages 
from which these quotations could be made 
appropriately, but I find I have indicated eo 
many that my care is worthiess, for I have 
committed myself to quoting nearly the 
whole book. But here, of many pages, is one:

To use the word art in a more general 
sense than he did in the foregoing para- 
graph, it may be said that the artist in any 


une has no cause to complain of his en- 


‘vironment. As a matter of fact, there is no 
therder of sheep, no tentmaker, no beggar 
in a city’s streets, no plowboy, no barber 


in his shop, no worker at the machines, who 


may not become a poet—as Davidand Omar, 
Vilion and Burns, Mistral, or Rosenthal bear 
evidence. Environment is a much overesti- 
mated thing so far as it relates to the artist. 
‘To succumb to environment is, as Mr. Eddy 
says, a sign of weakness. There is no bet- 
ter place than the place where a man is in 
which to write, to paint, to sing. He who 


_—@annot do these things in America will not 
do them in an original way elsewhere. The 
artist bas, indeed, no excuse to offer for him- 


self. If he cannot create it is no shame to 
him. If he can, it is no glory. These gifts 
are mysteries; and should be accepted with 
humility and yet with joy. But the point is 


that if the song or the picture is within him 


it will surely come out. Not that one under- 
estimates training. That m..v make great 
‘what otherwise would have been feeble; but, 


on the other hand, it may enfeeble what 


‘would otherwise have been great, as 
to cite an instance quoted by Mr. Eddy—the 
traditions of the Paris studios hampered 


Millet for years. Only in loneliness, amid 


‘sacrifices, and in the full possession of his 
mournful soul could he set forth those heroic 
pictures of human sorrow which made their 
undying appeal to the world. 

This subject is profoundly interesting to 
me at present, because not only have I been 
hearing persone on the outside speak with 
depreciation of Chicago but I have heard a 
number of Chicagoans depreciate the work 
of the artists and writers in this community. 

. “Do you imagine,” one of them said te 
me, that these painters and story writers 
thave any real value? What is interesting in 
Chieago and what is significant here is its 
commerce. These astonishing bufldings, 
these colossal enterprises, the daily busi- 
nes, the flowing in and out of money, the 
steel mille, the stockyards. the factories and 

the shipment of goods, the open mar- 
ket for foreign produce—this is what makes 
Chicago. great. Nothing amuses me more 
‘a pe fuse made over these not well edu- 
| pereons—there is only a handful of 
them—wifs are writing and painting and all 
that. „it seems like child’s play to 
ao with the actual work of the 

Well, T tried to say that it was only when 
the writers and the painters began to make 
record of things, to interpret the town to 
the rest of the world, that London, or Paris, 
or New York thought of Chicago as anything 
but a pig sticking station. Of course, they 
misjudged it, but there is surely 4 certain 
patriotic privilege which an artistic citizen 
may enjoy in explaining his town to the 
rest of the world. I tried to say that most 


ok us had dreams, and that the writers and 


the painters, and some of the architects and 
writers of music were trying to give these 
form. And I pointed out there were so few 
of them in this teeming town of 2,000,000, 


that it was hardiy worth while to rage at 


them. But I made a poor argument, for 
was disheartened. I half wondered—so 
ust was my opponent—whether all the 
‘true and tender fancies of our art workers 
were folly. Was it possible that the world 
seated itself on a throne of iron, bound 
its implacable brows with leather belting, 
fixed its eyes on an electric globe, decked 
itself. with facts as with jewels, and was to 
‘rest content, without visions, dreams, and 
‘poetry?

Eddy, and there are times when every- 
thing seems lost.“ | |

‘days, and I wondered heavily why any one 
should, with conscious antagonism, set him 
or herself against the innocent aspirations 
f those who feel within them, however 
ffeebly, the stirrings of beauty—those who 
ave delight in their work, those who 
endeavor to articulate for the voiceless, those 
8 perceive, under the strenuous mechan- 
of the time, the soul of joy still smiling.

“Sincerity is the secret of expression,”

gaping curiosity of the moment; it is not 
‘Gestined to immortality, it ranks not with 
the great things of earth...-.. .

pour voice harsh and forbidding, but if you 
have sincerity, if the message you are striv- 
ing to utter is your own, and springs from 
the depths of your sou’, the world will 
listen and your face is set toward achieve- 
ment.“ 

They are true and earnest words; and 
the artist, young or old, who wishes to 
nold himself fast to the fundamentals can 
not do better than to keep Mr. Eddy’s frank 
outspoken, heartsome book on a convenient 
shelt.

Clara B. Laughlin has published in book 

form a series of articles which have been 
running for nearly three years in the De- 
lineator and elsewhere—‘‘ Stories of Au- 
thors’ Loves. On opening a book of this 
sort a reader often hasa guilty feeling about 
‘ntruding upon the intimate lives of these 
great men and the women whom they im- 
mortalized. Here one need have no fear, for 
the work is done in so sympathetic and care- 
ful a manner that he does not feel that he is 
violating the privacy of another. Miss 
Laughlin wards off the ire of those who do 
not approve of such biographies in this man- 
ner: 


“Tt ie because their touchstones, their 
ideals and standards, have become in large 
part our touchstones, our ideals and stand- 
ards, that we have, so great curiosity 
to know what befell those men and 
women who wrote.

Excellent Technical Work by Theod 
L. De Vinne. 

Mr. De Vinne of New York is unquestion- 
ably a typographical! expert of the first rank, 
and what he says concerning this part of a 
book’s ap ance is entitled to the highest 
respect. He is already the author of “ Plain 
Printing Types” and Correct Composition,“ 
and now the Century company has published 
his Preatise on Title Pages.“ The work 
was first written for and published by the 
Grolier club of the city of New York in 
February, 1901, in a limited edition for the 
members of that club only, and that edition 
is now out of print. To make it more accept- 
able to printers and to the general public, 
the part on the practice of title page com- 
position has been rewritten and provided 
with illustrations and comments that do not 
appear in the first edition. 

The book is divided into three parts, the 
first consisting of historical material, with 
illustrated chapters om the Colophon, Orna- 
mented Titles, Barly Displayed Titles, etc.; 
the second treats of the Modern Title Page, 
the Selection of Type, and Display of 
Words, Leading, Spacing, etc.; and the third 
part, which is critical, comments upon va- 
rious modern outgrowths. 

More than two hundred and fifty illus- 
trations of rare title pages, old and new. 
are presented. The old title pages are main- 
ly accurate facsimiles.from quaint books 
never before published in a popular farm: 
the new are intended to show the author's 
notions about their acceptable composition. 

The acceptance of this treatise by the crit- 
ical bibliophiles of the Grolier elub, and its 
hearty approval by eminent printers here 
and abroad, are evidences that the book is

Lee Masters has essayed a play in blank 
verse based Upon the tragic and pathetic history 
of Maximilian in Mexico, with the name of the 
unfortunate Austrian as the title.

The Century company has published “‘ The 
Bible for Children, an arrangement of the 
King James version of the scriptures de- 
signed for small folk. It is something the 
need of which has long been felt in many 
households. The version here presented 
has been edited by Mrs. Joseph B. Gilder of 
New York City, and those portions usually 
considered not necessary for children to read 
have been omitted. The Rev. Frantis Brown 
has written a preface in which he says: 

“Care for childhood prompts this, and not 
blame for the bible. That such a bible exists 
in fact is a solid justification of the attempt 
to give it distinct form. We make child's 
bibles for our own children as we read, and 
they are many and various, according to our 
varying judgments. Our judgments can de 
guided and our need met by a child's bible 
which shall select wisely and combine skill- 
fully that part of the rich biblical material 
which is best fitted for children and makes 
to them the strongest appeal.

It Is Beautifully Illustrated by Miss Os-

A. C. MeClurg & Co. have republished Mr.

MRS. DYE’S NEW BOOK. 
“The Conquest” ‘Contains a Good Picture 
of Lewis and Clark's Day. 


Like her McLoughlin and Old Oregon,“ 
Eva Emery Dye's The Conquest is large’ 
ly a chronicle in form. It tells the story of 
the labors and the conquests of George Rog- 
ers Clark, of William Clark, his brother, and 
Meriwether Lewis. This chronicle by Mrs. 
Dye, which. she says gives the true story of 
Lewis and Clark, is a fascinating bit of 
work. No writer ever had better material 
‘to work with than was furnished Mrs. Dye 
by the descendants, collateral and otherwise, | 
of the men of whom she writes. 

“The Conquest is divided into three 
parts, the first of which is called “ When 
Red Men Ruled.“ It opens in the year 1774, 
and it has to do largely with George Rogers 
Clark’s conquest of the western territory 
from the British. The Clark family is intro- 
duced familiarly and with prominent men 
and women of the time form the actors in 
this chronicle drama, for the book is dra- 
matic In its every feature. 7 

The second part has to do with the great 
expedition up the Missouri river undertaken 
by Capts. Meriwether Lewis and William 
Clark, with a few devoted followers, at the 
order of President Thomas Jefferson. Mrs. 
Dye has taken apparently the journals of 
Lewis and Clark and has changed their 
direct diary form into a running account 
which reads like a novel, though in no in- 
stance is truth sacrificed. People nowadays 
do not appreciate thoroughly the terrible 
dangers by flood, field, and savage that these 
intrepid «xplorers faced. One gets a thor- 
ough knowledge of all that the expedition 
meant to the United States and also has 
excited a keen admiration for the men who 
undertook a duty that each one believed 
in his heart meant the probable sacrifice 
of his Ute. 

It was not long after the return of the 
expedition that Meriwether Lewis committed 
suicide. Mrs. Dye makes it appear that there 
Was some doubt about the manner of the 
explorer’s death, but the preponderance of 
evidence is that Capt. Lewis killed himself 
while mentally umbalanced. The third part 
ct the book is given over to the governor of 
the territory of Missouri and of the Indian 
tribes, Gov. William Clark, whom the sav- 
ages called the red headed chief.” No 
better pen picture has ever been drawn of 
the life, both business and social, in the 
frontier towns, than that which Mrs. Dye 
has given in this last part of her narrative. 
‘The book has distinct literary merit, and is 
of stirring interest. (A. C. McClurg & Co.,

AMONG GREEN TREES. 
New Nature Book by Julia Ellen Rogers. 

It is doubtfhi it one can find a handsomer 
book than Among Green Trees,“ written by 
Julia Ellen Rogers of Ithaca, N. T., and pub- 
lished by A. W. Mumford of Chicago. This 
book, in green and gold, contains twenty- 
five full page photogravures of trees, with 
many smaller halftones illustrative of bark, 
leaf, and seed. The trees chosen are typical 
ones, the selections being in each instance 
of a weill nigh perfect subject. 

Miss Rogers says in her preface that there 
is a need and a clear call for an “ all round 
tree book. Part I. has to do with outdoor 
studies of trees. The author says: To an 
intelligent and 10 questioner an 
aged tree speaks freely of its later life, but 
ot its youth. it tells little. We must begin 
at the beginning if we would read the story 
of a tree's life. Where is the beginning? Is 
it the sprouting of a seed? No, for what is 
a seed but a little plant which Mes within 
the inclosing seed coats waiting for release? 
The next question is, When was the seed 
formed?!“ 

Then Miss Rogers takes her readers into 
the woods in March, when the red maple 
begins to glow, and teaches one by one the 
life histories of the forest giants. There is 
nothing which has to do with the tree from 
the topmost leaf to the last and tiniest root- 
let in the dark ground of which the author 
does not tell. The beautiful illustrations are 
of the greatest assistance in the understand- 
ing of the nature laws of which the writer 
tells. There is much beside mere description 
of tree life in this book of trees. Full and 
complete instructions for the cultivation of 
trees of all kinds are given. The enemies of 
the trees, fungus growth and insects; are con- 
sidered at length, and the best means of 
combating them are explained to him who 
would undertake tree culture. 

If the westerner who has never been east 
wishes to know why it is that the New 
Englander, transplanted to the prairies, 
sometimes expresses a yearning desire to 
see a tree, let him look at the frontispiece 
of Among Green Trees.“ It shows an ave- 
nue of elms in the village of Deerfield, Mass. 
The trees are magnificent; no other word ex- 
presses it. This New England byway is per- 
haps more famous for its elms than is any 
other eastern ‘village street. except that 
famous one along whose leafy way lived 
Thoreau, Emerson, and the Alcotts. 

„ Among Green Trees is a book not only 
for the arborculturists and the nature lover, 
but for whoever appreciates that which is 
well done in literature and in picture making.

OSTON, Mass., Nov. 19.—Despite the 
discouragements which every new- 
comer in the publishing field encoun- 
ters these days, the present has been 
a banner year for new ventures in this 
city. Following the Roberts Publishing 
company (which, by the way, has no connec- 
tion with the old firm of Roberts Bros., whose 
business was acquired by Messrs. Little, 
Brown & Co. several years ago) comes the 
Charles E. Peabody company, which has 
launched The Literary Review and Book 
Plate Collector,“ in addition to acquiring the 
rights to all the books formerly published by 
Richard G. Badger & Co., incorporated. Lit- 
erary journals, pure and simple, have never 
flourished in a highly prosperous state in 
Boston. The Literary World is the oldest 
existing monthly which is devoted exclusive- 
ly to reviews and comment, and while that 
journal, edited as it is by the Rev. Edward 
Abbott of Cambridge, brother of the Rey. 
Lyman Abbott, D. P., is of a high character 
its field of influence is restricted. By attach- 
ing Book Plate Collector to its name the 
Literary Review may attract a considerable 
number of readers, but the chances are that 
Bostonians will depend principally on the 
Bookman, the Critic, and the other New 
York literary journals for many years to 
come.

Although book publishing houses are in- 
creasing, the general magazine field has had 
no important accessions since Joe Mitchell 
Chappele started the National Magazine. 
The New England Magazine has been lo- 
cated in New York since its purchase by 
James A. Garland, the wealthy horseman, 
and Edwin D. Mead is no longer its editor. 
Mr. Mead, who is an ardent promoter of 
patriotism among young people, being the 
leading spirit in the Old South Historical 
-work, is now engaged in an undertaking 
which is quite to his taste. He is writing 
for the eighteenth volume of the Young 
Folks’ Hbrary—“ Leaders of Men,” edited by 
President Harper—a sketch of the life and 
services of the late Baron Jean de Bloch, the 
apostle of peace. Mr. Mead was in London 
during the summer of 1902 and met De Bloch 
shortly before his death. Mr. Edwin Ginn 
of Ginn & Co., the well known text book 
publishers, has long been an admirer of De 
Bloch, as well as a devout disciple of peace, 
and he engaged Mr. Mead to supervise edi- 
torially a series of publications which ad- 
vocate international peace. The Future 
of War,“ a condensation from De Bloch's 
monumental work, was the first of the series; 
other noteworthy appeals by eminent writers 
and advocates will follow. In fact, Mr. Ginn 
is promoting in an unselfish manner a move- 
ment having for its object peace and inter- 
national disarmament. It is quite proper 
that this—which promises to be a world- 
wide movement—should start in Boston.

MADAME TINAYRE’S NEW NOVEL. 


ARIS, Nov. woman has written 

the “chef dœuvre of the season in 

the book line, and her triumph is all 

the more remarkable owing to her 

youth, in the first of the thirties only, 
yet her strength of expression and her ma- 
ture psycho jogical perception are those of 
a woman twice her age, and indeed are so 
fine that many French critics find it diffi- 
cult to believe that a woman and not a man 
is the author of “ La Maison du Peché,” the 
book in question, published by Calmann 
Levy. 


Mme. Marcelle Tinayre is the name of the 
most successful woman author of her gener- 
ation, and, indeed, of every generation since 
George Sand’s strong, vigorous work has 
stirred the public, for while I do not pre- 
tend to compare the two, still in the strength 
of her work one is tempted to think of George 
Sand when reading Marcelle Tinayre. It is 
hardly ever fair.to compare the works of 
women with those of men, but one Is tempted 
to do so in the present case, for the Maison 
du PFeche is really a chef d'uvre,“ su- 
perior to anything in the way of a novel that 
has been published for a long time in France, 
and it is the work of a woman. 

The scene of La Maison du Peche (The 
House of Sin“) is laid in a pretty, mysterious 
pavilion, surrounded by a bouquet of trees. 
“Along the walls ran a trellis, which round- 
ed as it reached the ceilings. Cupids bran- 
dishing gariands of flowers adorned the 
place, suggesting a sanctuary of love.” The 
pavilion had been constructed in other days 
by one Adhemar de Chanteprie for Rosalba 
Rosalinde, whom he loved, and there they 
had lived, occupied with their music and 
their flowers. Since then the austere Chan- 
teprie family, traditionally religious and 
austere, thought only of the pavition save 
with a spirit of affiiction—a monument of 
the folly of some far away ancestor—and it 
remained deserted, and in their eyes a 
“ house of ain.“ Within this house of sin ” 
the author lays the principal scenes of-her 
charming philosophical romance, 


Augustin de Chanteprie, like his ancestor, 
falls in love with a beautiful woman, Fanny 
Manole, whom he installs or rather wel- 
comes to the pavilion. ‘ 

By their lives, races, and thoughts Fanny 
Manole and Augustin de Chanteprie belong 
each to one of the two humanities. She 
Aike the pagans-—willing to live for happi- 
ness, enjoying it at any cost and regardless 
of every consequence. He, a Christian by 
race and tradition, having tasted happiness 
in the form of forbidden frult, willing to 
renounce all for a higher motive and for 
which he pays the penalty of his life. Mme. 
Tinayre follows the unhappy lover through- 
out his struggle betwixt love and religion 
admirably, paints his triumph when he has 
conquered the flesh, and closes his eyes with 
infinite pathos at the end, when, while the 
spirit has triumphed, the body falls, and 
Augustin dies of grief for the woman he 
loves, but whom his conscience forbids him 
to love. 


— 
This is only an idea of the work. It is 
almost impossible to describe it with any 
justice. I hardly remember a book with the 
same charms by a contemporaneous author, 
and although it might suggest it, there is 
nothing pedantic nor canting about it. The 
religious sentiments of Augustin de Chante- 
prie, gentilhomme by race and tradition, 
are profound. His faith is ardent, with the 
convictions of generations of austere an- 
cestors behind him to strengthen it. In a 
word, he has made his religion a thing of his 
own. It possesses him as his other self, and 
he is so fervent, so ascetic as to be a 
Jansenist in every sense of the word. The 
souvenir of Saint Augustin is evoked in the 
book, yet with such grace as to embellish 
and not render wearisome the story; and 
theology, @angerous as it usually is in a 
romance, is positively attractive thus han- 
died. There is nothing of the half way about 
the hero. He is frankly religious, terribly 
in earnest, and a fine type ofa Jansenist and 
of French Christianity, strongly opposed to 
the bigotry of the superficial religion. Au- 
gustin Chanteprie is therefore neither a 
“fool from the country.“ where in France 
religion still holds root, nor a man of the 
“bigoted middle ages,” but a sincere 
Christian, who to the question of love an- 
swers with the reply of sin, if such love 
is mot legitimate, as the Christian doctrine 
teaches, it should be. Then, Mke the Chris- 
tian of oid, when he finds his own love is 
sin, he plucks out his heart, though its tear- 
ing away kills him, and completes the sacri- 
fice, for he had renounced all joys in life save 
that of his salvation. As a Christian with 
this end in view, he had lived before he 
one day met Fanny Manole., and as a Chris- 
tian he died after he had loved, sinned, re- 
pented, and separated from her and tempta- 
tion. 


She came into his humdrum country life 
fresh from Paris, with all her charms and 
graces. Daughter of an artist, she possessed 
all the seductive charms necessary to subju- 
gate a country gentilhomme. She loved life. 
He loved God. She believed in happiness. 
He in salvation. In the Maison du Peché ”’ 
these two natures found one thing in com- 
mon—their mutual love—and the pearl gray 
walks, and old tapestries grew young again 
in their presence; even the cupids on the 
walls seemed gayer as they flaunted their 
garlands on high. They belong to two dif- 
ferent worlds. She laughs at his scruples, 
forgets certainty of eternity, and seeks hap- | 
piness, turning towards it like a flower to- 
wards the gun. She is happy to live and to 
love. But she is contrary to everything he 
has been taught to believe in. As he is sin- 
cere he finally separates from her, goes into 
a retreat, and repents what he considers his 
sin, and while he separates thus from her 
he cannot help thinking of her, and 
even as his lips pray he remembers Fanny. 
To the last nature struggies against faith.

N UNUSUALLY ENJOYABLE 
CONCERT.—It is not often that 
New York is willing to admit that 
there is anything of worth here 
m Chicago, and especially that 

any of our possessions in the Une 
of art are of any value whatever, 
but it is only about a week ago that one of 
Gotham's best khown music Critics, Henry 
T. Finek, wrote in his columns: ' 

“ Chicago is lucky in having an orchestral 
conductor like Theodore Thomas, who not 
only interprets the old masters in the true 


+ classical spirit but who also sympathizes 


with lving. composers. ... for a 


Theodore Thomas for New Tork!“ 

This cry of distress isa bit amusing in view 
of certain facts connected with the history 
of orchestral music and orchestral con- 
ductors in New York, but the tribute to Mr. 
Thomas is doubtless sincere, and that it is 
merited éven his opponents will agree. 
The tribute was recalled while listening 
to the program arranged by the eminent con- 
ductor for the éoncerts this week by the 
Chicago orchestra and noting ‘the keen en- 
joyment that ‘program afforded a large audi- 
ence. Lucky indeed is Chicago to have such 
a conductor, and the remarkable catholicity 
of that conductor's taste and of his inter- 
pretative abilities has rarely been more 
briidantly iMustrated than it was yester- 
day afternoon at the public rehearsal in the 
Auditorium. 
The firet three numders ot the program con- 
sisted of an overture, a symphony, and a 
concerto for plano by Mozart; after the in- 
termission came the Leonore overture 
No 1 of Beethoven, then the Symphonic 
Variations of Dvorak, and, to close, a new 
symphonic poem, Korsholm,” by Jarnefeit. 
Here was a list ranging from the purely 
classic to the essentially. modern, and yet 
it would in truth be difficult to say in which 
of these seeming extremes of music Mr. 
Thomas was heard to the better advantage. 

Certainly a reading of Mozart more plas- 
tic, more transparently clear, more exqui- 
site in the grace, delicacy, and refinement 
that characterized it. could not be asked 
than Mr. Thomas and his men accorded the 
three selections yesterday, and yet with 
what, wealth of color, what spirit, and what 
impassioned sweep the Dvorak Variations 
and the new Symphonic Poem were given. 
It was. an.afternoon’ of as complete musical 
enjoyment as the season has brought, and 

the andience was not slow in expressing its 
pleasure and gratitudde. 7 


And how those Mozart selections did hold 
the attention and delight the ear! They 
were music that required no program.“ 
There was no need of keeping your nose in 
the book to identify’ and prove every label 
as it came along, and thus be dead certain 
that. you. knew just exactly what the hero 
was doing, or the heroine had thought she 
thought of doing. You could just sit quietly 
back, listen, arid be thankful! that the happy, 
careless good nature, and the sunny joy- 
ousness of old Vienna and its right living 
people had been caught by the master 
musician and translated into enduring tone. 

Even the melancholy and the unrest that 
make themselves felt throughout the G 
minor symphony have in them nothing of 
the tragedy that tears the soul; it is the 
sadness that is not without its faint hint 
of hopefulness, and therefore not without a 
certain element of agreeableness. 

Both the symphony and that busy, merry 
overture to Figaro were played with a 
technical crispness and flawlessness that 
were nothing short of ideal, and the read- 
ing was masterly. Mr. Thomas has long 
been acknowledged the Beethoven inter- 
preter par excellence. Yesterday's concert 
served to demonstrate how equally admir- 
able he is in his handling of the Mozart 
scores. |

The Mozart piano Concerto was a novelty, 
despite its age, but proved true Mozart 
and correspondingly delightful. The solo 
part was played by the French pianist, Raoul 

„ who scored a pronounced ‘success 
by his performance. There is a certain good 
natured fatherliness about this player's per- 
sonality, and this quality puts the hearer in 
an amiable frame of mind, even before th 

And when this portly, paternal performer 
produces from the piano a planissimo tone 
of rare softness and purity, and lets passage 
after passage simply ripple out from under 
his fingers, doing the trills, scales, and broken 
chord work in which the Mozart music 
abounds, with a tonel gentleness and smooth- 
ness that charm the senses, and giving the 
melody with beautiful legato and rare sing- 
ing quality, it is no wonder the listener waxes 
enthusiastic and demands an encore. 

There was never a suggestion of tone for- 
cing or extravagance in dynamics in Mr. 
Pugno’s performance yesterday, and yet, 
with all the delicacy and fineness of nuance 
employed, there was at no time any lack in 
virility and character. It was admirable 
playing and exceptional Mozart interpreta- 
tion, and awakened the desire to hear the 
pianist in other and more varied work. 

The audience was unqualifiedly enthusias- 


‘tie and would accept no number of bowings 


as substitutes for the extra selection it de- 
sired and finally obtained—a little set of sim- 
ple variations, evidently Mozartian, played 
with exquisite finish and finesse. 

The symphonic variations of Dvorak were 
heard again with pleasure, for they are not 
only among the most attracttve and inspired 
products of the eminent Bohemian’s muse 
but among the finest compositions in the 
variation form that orchestral music can 
boast. They have long been a favorite selec- 
tion with Mr. Thomas and the orchestra, and 
again yesterday received a performance in 
every respect masterly. 

The Jarnefelt symphonic poem is.a com- 
position whose chief shoricoming—to indulge 
‘in a statement slightly Hibernian—is its 
length. It is too long drawn out to hold the 
hearer’s attention unweakened to the last. 
But aside from this there is much in the 
work to approve and enjoy. 

The composer is clearly an admirer of 
Wagner, but his admiration does not lead 
him to slavish imitation. He has individ- 
uality, and, what is almost equally rare and 
prectous, he has a sense for the euphonious 
and for beauty of color. The result is that 
while he is at no time afraid to employ, when 
needed, a good, sharp dissonance or a gen- 
eTrous succession of them, he does not write 
ear distressing tonal combinations merely 
for the purpose of being musically ugly, and 
as much can scarcely be said of all our 
moderns. — | 

‘There are many passages of impressive 
majesty and great beauty in the work, and 
the national element is also strongly in evi- 
dence, both in the musical ideas themselves 
and the manner in which they are handied.

The plan is to issue, in uniform volumes, 
those compositions which, in the case of the 
classic masters, time has stamped with the 
enduring mark of greatness, and in the case 
of living writers critical judgement and ap- 
proval have declared of exceptional worth. 
Only the masterpieces of song piano music 
will be thus included in the collection, and 
the serieg in its entirety will therefore rep- 
resent the best that these two branches of 

or e o the volumes au editor will be 
chosen who is an acknowledged authority 
on the subject and who, as the prospectus 
states, “is an enthustast,“ and the compo- 
sitions included in the books will be not only 
caréfully and sanely edited (the one does not 
always include the other) but an interes. 
ing descriptive and biographical sketch of 
the composer or composers will preface the 
volume, and accurste ‘historical dates as to 
the time of the work’s composition will be 
printed with each piece. In this way a cer- 
tain educational value aside from the purely 
musical will be given the series. 

The firet two, volumes are Forty Piano 
‘Compositions of Frederic Chopin and 
“Fifty Master Songs by Twenty Compos- 
ers. The first ie edited by James Huneker 
and the second by Henry T. Mr. 
Huneker, in the fluent and brillant style pe- 


ceived, and they show that by this 


cullar to him, writes ot his musical idol, 
Chopin, and has some apt and interesting 
things to say of the manner in which the 
great Pole’s compositions should be played. 
The selections he has made are admirably 
Ulustrative of the range of Chopin's cre- 
ative genius, works having been included 
that show not only his delicately poetic and 
sentimental side but also the bitter, the he- 
roic, and the tragic. There are five of the 
preludes, eight of the mazurkas, five of the 
studies, six of the nocturnes, eight of the 
waltzes, two of the polonaises, one im- 
promptu, one fantasie-impromptu, one bal- 
lade, one scherzo, the berceuse, and the 
funeral march In both the volumes the 
paper and printing are of the finest, and the 
binding being either cloth or paper and 
cloth, the result is a book in every way high- 
ly satisfactory. 

The songs prepared by Mr. Finck include 
selections from the works of Mozart, Bee- 
thoven, Schubert, Chopin, Schumann, Liszt, 
Wagner. Franz, Cornelius, Rubinstein, Jen- 
sen, Brahms, Techaikowsky, Dvorak, Masse- 
net, Grieg, Godard, Paderewski, MacDowell, 
and Richard Strauss. It will be seen that 
masters of all nationalities have been in- 
eluded, and in choosings Mr. Finck clearly 
has not been guided so much by popular pref- 
erence as by his own belief as to what is best 
and most characteristi¢ of the composer's 
works. 

Such songs as The Sea by MacDowell, 
Paderewski’s “Ach die Qualen,“ Grieg’s 
“Bin Schwan, Teschaikowsky’s Decep- 
tion, Franz Wonne der Wehmuth, and 
the Liszt and Chopin songs show that the 
editor has not been afraid to place among 
the masterpieces of the world those works 
which he found worthy, even though the 


public as a whole was comparatively un- 


familiar with them. * 

A feature of the song volume that merits 
unqualified commendation is the care that 
has been taken in obtaining adequate and 
singable English translations. All the songs 
except MacDowell’s are from the German or 
the French, but while the original text is 
always given, it is in every instance pre- 
ceded by an English version that is not only 
accurate, so far as the giving of the sense 
of the original is concerned, but is also not 
wanting in literary and poetic value. 

This feature of the series cannot be too 
highly commended, for it means the ultimate 
familiarizing of American music lovers with 
the vocal gems contained in the vast treas- 
ure house of the German Lied—an achieve- 
ment impossible so long as the songs of the 
great lied composers are left inadequately 
translated. Even such virtually intranslat- 
able poems as Du bist die Ruh and Der 
Erlkönig are so anglicized in the present 
series that they read intelligibly and ration- 
ally, and, what is particularly to the point, 
are eminently singable. The song volumes 
in the series will be issued in two keys, for 
high and for low voice.

W comes from New York that Mme. 
Melba will not return to this coun- 
this winter, although Mr. Grau's 
2 8 announcements for the opera season 
contain the eminent soprano’s name. The 
information concerning her having deter- 
mined to remain in Australia was received 
in a letter written by a woman socially 
prominent in Melbourne to a friend in New 
York. 

“And now, says the letter, “I must tell 
you about Mme. Melba's great triumph here. 
You know this is the first visit she has paid 
to her old home since she became famous, 
and the way she has been received is enough 
to turn her head. The most elaborate sort 
of a reception was gotten up for her on her 
arrival, and she seemed to enjoy it all very 
much, although I understand she was really 
quite unhappy because her father couldn't 
share her honors. 

Her father is an old man, and not strong, 
and the excitement attendant upon the ar- 
rival of his famous daughter, whom he had 
not seen for years, was too much for him. 

“The result was that when the steamer 
bearing Mme. Melba was sighted the news 
gave her father some sort of a stroke, and 
for a while they thought he was going to 
die. He recovered finally, but he is still 
feeble, and he wants Mme. Melba with him 
all the time. She has developed into an 
excellent nurse, I hear, and spends all the 
time she possibly can in her father’s room.
